I N THE landscape garden, there 
are spots where one needs 
low spreading shrubs so that the 
view will not be obstructed or to 
fill in corners of lawns. Here are 
some of the best low-spreading 
shrubs that we like to use for 
this purpose. 

Creeping Juniper (Juniperus 
Chinensis procumbens) a very 
low shrub sending out long fin¬ 
gerlike branches covered with 
silver-green needle-like foliage. It 
is very hardy and drought re¬ 
sistant. This variety is especially 
attractive draped over rocks at 
the side of pools. 

Pfitzers Juniper (Juniperus 
Pfitzeriana) is the largest of the 
creeping Junipers. Its foliage is 
silver-grey-green, branches plume¬ 
like, spreading out over the 
ground four to five feet. It is 
hardy . 

Cotoneaster Glanca is the most 
beautiful of the low spreading 
Cotoneasters. Its foliage is a 
decided silver-grey with bright 
red berries during the v^inter 
months. The bright red berries 
are very attractive against the

grey foliage. Planted in comers 
of lawns it stands out in contrast 
to the green grass. 

Pyracantha Yunnanensis is a 
large spreading shrub with dark 
glossy green foliage and bright 
orange-red berries in great pro- 
fussion almost covering the shrub 
during the winter months. If you 
desire to keep this shrub low, 
cut out all growth that has a 
tendency to grow upright. 

For hot sunny situations the 
dwarf Lantanas will spread over 
the ground and should they grow 
too tall they can be easily 
pruned back. 

Tecoma Capensis can be grown 
as a low spreading shmb if 
pruned occasionally. It has splen¬ 
did glossy dark green foliage and 
bright orange-red flowers. It 
blooms freely during winter 
months.
